Last year's 12-cent loan was made

The modified 
regulation this year will permit loans 
on about 200,000 more cotton than was 
permitted last year. No loans will bo 
made on cotlon of lower staple and 
grade than 13-16 inch low midling. 


Both the loan and the grant will be 


made only to producers who signed 
contracts this year and who agree to 
sisn contracts for 1935. A total of 1,- 
004,000 contracts was signed this year.

Criticized by Senators 


'Chester C. Davis, AAA administra- 
tor, and his assistants deparrted for 
their homes, apparently pleased with 
the final approval of the plan at a 
White House conference late in Ihc 
afterno'on. 


Senator George, Democrat, Georgia, 


a leading advocate of the 12-cent flat 
loan, said that President Roosevelt 
and Secretary Wallace had "yielded to 
the shippers and the shippers' inter- 
ests." 


"Ihe announcement," said George, 


"will bo disastcrous to the entire cot- 
ton growin Soulh." 


Adding lhat details of the compli- 


cated loan plan would merely con- 
fuse the farmers, George said. '' I will 
not ask another southern farmer to 
sign a contract with the government." 


Bankhead Disappointed 


Senator Bankhead, Democrat, Ala- 


bama, author of the Bankhead cotton 
control act, said he considered it "a 
great misfortune that the president 
did ont announce at straight 12-cenl-a 
opuncl loan." 


"Of course, it is evident that Sec- 


retary Wallace, Chester Davis and the 
colton shippers won a victory," Bank-, 
head said. "I think the plan will be 
very confusing and will cosl Ihe gov- 
ernmcnl a grcal deal of money." 


Bankhead expressed the hope that 


next year's collon production will 
not exceed 8.00,000 as compared to the 
11,789.000 estimated for this year. 


"Everybody realizes that we have 


got lo get cotton up to 13 cents a 
pound to relive the surplus held by 
the gvcrnmenl," he said.

Upon Borah's mo- 
tion the senate removed a clause to 
exempt producers complying with tho 
bill's marketing provisions from the 
anti-lrust laws. 


Seek to Maintain Wages 


By permitting the

keep up prices through price-fixing; 
the mine union hopes to insure the 
industry of sufficienl income to cover 
Ihe wages it demands. 


Price fixing would bo supervised by 


the Federal Bituminuos Coal Commis- 
sion of five "impartian" members, to 
be appointed by the president. The 
bill also provides for appointment of 
a labor board of three, also to be 
named by the president to take juris- 
diction in labor disputes.

is lo be left to collective bargaining 
between the operators and the labor | 
organizations representing a majority j 
of the employes in each district.

NEW YORK —The urban 
dweller 


pays with from four to five years 
if "lite for the advantage of living and 
working in the city, judging by his 
average length of life as compared 
wi'h that of his rural brother. 


This price, set jointly by nature and 


industrial conditions, has been com- 
puted by the statistical bureau of an 
insurance company from life tables 
roiatinc to the white population of 
the United States in 1930. In these 
table.? a community is reckoned as ur- 
ban if it has 10.000 or more inhabi- 
tants. 


The urban white male, at brith was 


found to have an expectation of life 
ef 56.73 years, while the expectation 
for the rural dweller was 62.09 years. 
Corresponding figures for white fe- 
males were 61.05 and 65.09 years. 


The statisticians explain that, while 


no adjustment was made for deaths 
of rt'ral inhabitants who die in city 
horpitals—a factor for which it is dif- 
ficult to make the proper allowances, 
there can be n-> doubt that the figures 
are essentially characteristic of ur- 
ban and rural longevity. This finding 
i-. in line with a previous observation 
that mortality tends to run in direct 
relation to the degree of industriali- 
mtion.
